At 
a moderate computation thera must have 
been 600 people waiting, with only eight or 
ten men to do all the outting-up and weigh- 
ing, " Considering therefore the loss of timo, 
the oiroumetanoe that the American Com- 
any docs not sell meat in less quantities 
than 8lbs,, and that. customers must carry 
away ‘their purchases themselves, the ad- 
yantage to-the general public from the 
experiment seems to me at present insigni- 
ficant. The newspapers argue fhat the 
pretended reform of butchers’ bills must 
always be illusory so long oa the company 
‘continues to, sell in immense, quantities: to 
butchers. The newspapers, in short, want 
the company to establish a number of retail 
markets in direct opposition to the butchers. 
Imust say Ido not think that thie is the 
direction in which the publio must look for 
reliof, I fear that the only hope rests ma 
growing moderation on tho part of the bute 
chers themselves, assisted by a limited retail 
competition on the part of the company, such 
as will enable the public to form & com+ 
parison of prices, and arouse whatever 
approach to shame at very gross extortion 
the butcher-nature-may.be.capable.of, No 
doubt when the supply of meat from America 
comes to bears dena proportion to the total 
demand of England, or even of London, the 
oase will be somewhat altered. English 
farmers, breeders, and graziers will then 
fool themselves threatened in their very 
existence, and in self-defence will be oom- 
pelled, in combination with: rotail-butchers, 
to suppress those excellent’ men plying 
injurious callings, tho’ middle-men, meats 
agents and oarcase-butchera, who now make 
their living by taxing the mieat so heavily 
on its paseage from the pasture to the shop. 
Reguicscant tn pace! In the meanwhile, do 
not suppose that the London butchers, al- 
though they: are hitherto the only people 
who profit’ much’ by. the importation of 
American meat, look with any favour on the 
movement. On the contrary, they abhor it, 
and oppose and disparage even while using 
it. A butcher came up to me at the Amori- 
can market, and whispered :—" It won't do. 
It oan't.last. It will never answer.” And 
then he wont about to other groups saying, 
I have no doubt, just the same words of fear 
and ill-omen, But so far as the interests of 
the American importers are concerned, I 
am sure it will answer and docs answer. 
The meat is, all of it, equal, perhaps‘ 
superior, to the very..rarest. and primest of 
English, In fact, the roast beef of old 
England must, speaking generally, veil its 
bonnet to that of: young- America. The 
latter not only looks better, more honestly 
and naturally: fed, but it will keep good as 
long after its arrival in this. country as if it 
had been freshly slaughtered here. 

I wonder there has been no notice in the 
press, or on the part of the mint authorities, 
of the great growing prevalence of French 
10-centimes pisces amongst our copper cur- 
renoy. .

Of the comparative military strength of 
these Powors it ia vory: difficult to form an 
exact estimate. The war strength of thé 
different armies on paper may be set down, 
from official returns, thus :—I.° Frenoh, at 
1,760,020 men ; 2.

Probably Germany is atill firat of tho

borne in mind that Germany. is extromely 
oor, and the strain upon her findnocs of 
eeping up 400,000 men at the public ex 
pense is alroady very severe, Russia pro- 
bably comes third of the Military Powers, 
and Austria a very good fourth.
